As previously stated in the final office action, the elastic shock absorbing ring 
of Songer et al. is capable of being tenaciously attached to the respective inner surface of each endplate (see previously cited paragraph 
0062, lines 4-7, which specifically states "The device also includes an annular member that extends about the bearing with the plates and 
engaged against upper and lower surfaces threreof.") (emphasis added).The Merriam-Webster ® definition of "engage" is to attract and 
hold by influence or power: to interlock with. The Merriam-Webster ® definition of "tenacious" is not easily pulled. A person of ordinary skill 
in the art would find these terms to be synonymous. Furthermore, the specification must clearly set forth the definition of "tenacious" 
explicitly and with reasonable clarity, deliberateness, and precision. Moreover, exemplification is not an explicit definition and even explicit
